TRAILED HIM FOR MONTHS 


Conspiracy Formed in Leaven- 
worth Prison After Convic- 
tions in Chicago.

CHICAGO, Feb. 12.—When_ Secret 
Service men here learned today of the 
arrest in Cleveland of Pietro Pierre, an 
anarchist, they disclosed the details of 
an I. W. W. plot to kill President Wil- 
son. There are said to have been twenty 
mey in the -plot, and funds were raised 
and the details of the conspiracy worked 
out in this.city. 

Pierre, actording to information 
the’ hands of the Secret Service, joined 
‘a band of Nihilists while he, was a pris- 
oner in Leavenworth Penitentiary. All 
were to be releas¢d upon the same day.

Secret service men were On the watch 
for him here, and acting under in- 
Structions from Washington did not ar- 
rest him when he came here, but trailed 
him about in the hope of catching his 
fellow-conspirators. 

Pierre, they said, had been trailed to 
a housée at 1,203 Division Street, from 
which he disappeared. It did not take 
lcng to locate him in Michigan, and then 
began pursuit over the greater part of 
the State. Pierre finally went to Vir- 
ginia, Minnesota, and once, more dis- 
appeared. He was finally located m 
Michigan again, and from there went to 
Cleveland. Deciding that it was time to 
take him into custudy the Washington 
bureau ordered his arrest. 

The plot also included the murder of 
William G. McAdoo, former Secretary 
of the Treasury,.according to the Secret 
Service men, and is said to have in-, 
volyed several anarchists. 

The loyalty of two Italian convicts 
serving sentences in the Federal peni- 
tentiary at Leavenworth is said to have 
revealed’ the plot. They were cellmates 
of Pierre. To them he is said to have 
confided his secret! After his release 
they gave the information to the War- 
den. At first the story was not credit- 
ed, but after Pierre had been shadowed 
several weeks the Secret Service agents 
became convinced it was true. 

Pierre was released from_prison on 
Oct. 14, 1918, after serving a year and a 
day for opposing the selective draft. Be- 
fore his discharge-he is alleged to have 
told his fellow prisoners that he had 
been chosen to kill the President, and 
that he would go to Chicago for final 
instructions at I. W. W. headquarters. - 

‘““We could have pieked him up almost 
any time,’’ said:Captain Porter, head of 
the Secret Service, here today, ‘‘ but we 
received instructions to, keep on his trail 
a little while longer to ffnd out who his 
pals were. “ He, however, got wind of 
our work and eludedyour operatives for 
& short while, but we soon took up his 
trail again. 

‘He called at the ‘I. W. W. Head- 
quarters on South Paulina Street several 
times and then left the city. Our men 
pursued him through several States, and 
he gave them the slip finally.”

Bells Announce Election. 

Feb. 11. — Pealing churchbells an- 
nounced to the people of Weimar at 4:15 
o’clock this afternoon that the German 
folk, for the first time in history, had 
chosen the head of their own State. 

Friedrich Ebert, former saddler and 
Socialist leader,“ appeared before the 
theatre twenty minutes later and re- 
ceived as President of Germany those 
Plaudits which formerly marked the ap- 
pearance of the monarch who once 
stigmatized the party to which Ebert be- 
lougs as being made up of men “ tn- 
worthy to bear the namé of Germah.”’ 

Despite the certainty of Herr BDbert’s 
election, the theatre was crowded this 
afternoon. beyond anything previously 
seen since the opening of the National 
Assembly. The gallery resembled the 
Reichstag tribune in old days, with men 
and women in gala attire jammed in 
every available inch of space. 

Crowds Wait to See Ebert. 


Great crowds massed outside during 
the session, waiting patiently in the celd 
for a chance to see the new President 
when he left the building, which he did 
immediately after a very brief speech 
of acceptance. He smilingly acknowl- 
edged the ovation given him. 

The vote against him probably came 
from the solid Conservative bloc and a 
few of the old National Liberals, while 
the Independent Socialists and some oth- 
ers signified a lesser degree of disappro- 
bation by casting blank ballots. An- 
nouncemeént of the solitary vote fot 
Mathias Ersberger brought a laugh 
from the entire house, which also 
laughed on the second day of the ses- 
sion when he was proposed for the 
Presidency. The lone vote for Philipp 
Scheidemann likewise caused mirth. 

The Assembly adjourned until Thurs- 
ddy. Tomorrow will be spent in pre- 
paring a program and definitely” cun- 
stituting a new Cabinet. 

Threat of future War.

GREAT STRIKE EXPECTED

LONDON, Feb. 12. — The miners 
promptly challenged today the Premier’s 
announced determination ‘to fight 
Prussianism in thé industrial world as 
we fought it on the Continent of Eu- 
rope—with the whole might of the 
nation.’’ 

At the very beginning of their con- 
ference, they refused the. Government 
offer of an immediate advance of a 


a committee to investigate every aspect 
of the mining industry. They referred 
the question of the action to be taken 
to their Executive Committee. 

In this they are flying in the face of 
advice of” some of their friends. If 
there is interruption in coal mining now, 
thousands may suffer terribly. Ever 
since the army made such great demands 
for coal last Spring the Government haa | 
had to preach coal economy -in' every 
way possible, and now in the midst of a 
severe cold snap London is already feel- 
ing the pinch. Consequently, it. is 
pointed out, the miners shouwld havé no 
fear of unemployment. 

Moreover, their action is endangering 
the settlement of the mining problem on 
any orderly scientific lines. The Gov- 
ernment, in suggesting a small wage 
increase now, it is argued, is acting on 
these principles. Enonomists consider 
this equitable. Taking the wages paid 
on June 1, the last day of the Ipst settle- 
ment, as fair, it has compared the cost 
of living at that time, according to 
official returns, with the cost on Feb. 1, 
and has recommended an advante. to 
correspond with the average rise-in 
prices as thus determined. 

Consequently, the Government contends 
in an official memorandum, the miners 
have nothing to complain about. 

As regards the committee of inquiry, 
it is-also pointed out that it intends to 
invite representatives of the miners to 
sit upon it and to instruct it to take up 
the wages and hours questions first and 
to submit interim reports upon them. It 
is also contended officially that miners 
are trying to make themselves a privi- 
leged class by claiming concessions con- 
cerning demobilization, which it would 
be impossible to grant to the whole 
community. In this connection it is} 
noted that the miners, unlike most of 
the skilled labor of the country, are 
showing themselves solicitous for the in- 
terests of the “ dilutees,” those men from 
other occupations who took places in-the 
mines of miners joining the army. 

During the war it _was commonly 
stated that many shirkers, quite unfit 
for_the toil of ,the mines, used them a3 
convenient refuges, bat now if the ‘‘ di- 
lutees ’’ are to be displaced, the miners 
demand that they are to receivé full 
wages till they get other places. The 
Governmént has refused this demand, 
which, it has been suggested, shows 
that control of the miners’ federation 
has fallen into the hands of a small 
extremist clique who are not miners, 
born and bred, but who caused a’ great 
deal of trouble during the war. 

Meanwhile the railway men and trans- 
port workers have begun their negotias 
tions along constitutional lines and the 
country has been treated to the spec- 
tackle of a great trades union appealing 
to the legal injunction, the weapon so 
often denounged in labor circles. The 
Amalgamated Society of Engineers ob- 
tained today in Chancery a témporary 
order restrajning two of its branches 
from paying strike benefits for “ uncon- 
stitutional ’’ stoppages. 


To Frame an Employers’ Unien.

—Premier Lloyd George spoke again to- 
day in Parliament on the general peace 
situation. 

The oecasion was brotight about by 
the Hon. Rupert Guinness, Unionist, 
asking whether the Premier was pre- 
pared to press to the utmost repara- 
tion from Germany, and.also to make 
Germany. pay to the full extent of her 
resources. “He also pressed for more in- 
formation as to the status.of the British 
colonies at the Peace Conference. 

‘f We have’had far-too much of the 
particular panacea which America is 
supporting at the conference,” said Cap- 
tain Guinness.- ‘‘ Since the-days of Mo- 
hammed no prophet has been listened to 
with more superstitious respect than 
President Wilson.”’ 

Mr, Lioyd George began his reply_ by. 
saying that reparation ky Germany was 
the election pledge given by the Govérn- 


ment after ‘careful consideration by thé 


Cabinet: The Government, -he_ added, 

stood by every word of thid pledge.

He admitted that 
the horrors of Bolshevism were so great 
that there was a sense of disgust. when 
they came to deal with its leaders, but 
it was useless to blind their eyes to the 
real facts. 

Censtant Disruption of Peace. 

Russia represented in area over half 
of. Burope and nearly half of Asia, and 
he pointed out that if peace were not 
made the whole of this immense terri- 
tory would be seething in anarchy, dis- 
order, and bloodshed; there would be no 
peace in the world. 

The Bolsheviki, the Premier declared, 
were assassins, guilty of the crimes laid 
to their charge. The Allies had given 
the anti-Bolshevist Governments finan- 
cial: support. and assistance. Much of 
their equipment had been supplied by 
the Allies, who were anxious to keep 

the rich territories of Russia out of Gér- 
man hands. 

If troops were to be sent to Russia, 
who should. send. them? America, he 
said, would send neither men, money, 
nor material, and the work would fall 
upon the British and French. 

The Bolshevist machinery in Russia 
was ruthlesq and brutal, but there was 
no doubt about its efficiency, and it 
was the only machinery there. Every- 
body: in the past who had interfered in 
Russia had come to grief: There was 
no idea of recognizing the Bolsheviki; 
it was quite impossible to do so-as long 
as they were pursuing their present 
bmethods. 

-Itumight be argued, he said, that the 
Bolsheviki governed by terror.. The 
same could be said of the French revolu- 
tion. He™“was unable to. disclose the 
figures that interyention would involve, 
but,. after seeing them, no sane man, 
he declared, would advise the Allies, 
after five. years of war, to undertake 
the enterprise.

It was easy, he said, for the British 
on the other side of the Channel and 
with an enormous navy, or for the 
Americans.with the ocean as their de- 
fensive frontier, to regard calmly 
the working of a league which did 
not provide for an _ international 
force. France, however, being sep- 
arated from Germany only by a geo- 
graphical line, must receivé the first 
shock if Germany should decide to 
pass beyond her frontiers, and the 
German shock, even with greatly lim- 
ited armaments, might be so destruc- 
tive, according to the French view, 
that France would never be able to 
recover.

their commissions. Many Polish and 
Russian students, sons of land owners, 
also take this course, after which they 
join the Polish army. 

The Polish cavalry consists entirely of 
Uhlan regiments, wearing the national 
Czapka Ulanka and carrying lances. 
The infantry wear what uniforms they 
have, the Polish eagle on the cap or 
helmet indicating the cause for which 
they are fighting. 

The higher ranks are filled almost ex- 
clusively by Russians, because tay» Pe 
few Austro-Hungarians and no r- 
mans of Polish descent gre available. 

In artillery the Poles have only what 
the Germans left behind in Warsaw, 
Posen, and Galicia. They also took 
possession of 180 German airplanes in 
Warsaw and_ considerably more _ in 
Posen and Galicia. Nevertheless they 
do not seem able to organize an effi- 
cient air service, 

The discipline is very strict, and Sol- 
diers’- Councils are not permitted. 


WARSAW, Feb. 10, (Associated 
Press.)—During his address in the Polish 
Assembly today, General Joseph Pil- 
sudski, former Military Dictator of Po- 
land, referred to the close bonds be- 
tween this country and the Allies. His 
words were cheered. Just before the 
afternoon adjournment Prince Radzi- 
will, the senior member of the Assem- 
bly, read a telegram announcing that 
Brest-Litovsk had been occupied by 
Polish troops. 


BASLBE, Feb. 12, (Havas.)—The state 
of martial law proclaimed recently by 
German authorities in the region of 
Kulmsee, Posen, has been extended to 
other localities in the vicinity, accord- 
ing to a dispatch from Danzig.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 12.~Acting Sec- 
retary of State Frank L. Polk today an- 
nounced that the United States Govern- 
ment had now accepted formally the 
proposal of the Japanese Government 
for a plan to secure the restoration of 
railway traffic in.

‘“‘The agreement,’’ said Mr. Polk, ‘‘ is 
the result of discussion begun last Au- 
gust, before the signing of the armistice. 
It has been accepted because it offers 
an effective means to assist the Russian 
population of Siberia, which hag been 
suffering for many months from a grad~- 
ual collapse of railway transportation.

|Jment that to a very considerable extent 


the Bolshevist ascendancy in Russia was 
due to the influx of men from the east 
side of New York. ‘ 

‘*I should like,’’ said Dr. Simons be- 
fore he went into detail concerning the 
east side agitators, ‘‘to make it plain 
that among my best friends and among 
the finest Americans I have known are 
men of Jewish blood. The unpleasant 
facts that I shall have to disclose in no- 
wise refer to them. The persons that 
have gone into Russia and joined in this 


| diabolical thing over there are apostate 
Jews, men who deny their God and who 


have forsaken the religion and the 
teachings of their fathers. I have talked 


Hi over this matter with some of our lead- 
ii ing Jewish citizens and they fully realize 


the situation, and among those who are 
helping us to fight it are great numbers 


j| of rabbis and other splendid citizens of 


the Jewish faith.” 

Dr. Simons answered a queStion put 
by Senator Overman as to the reported 
pro-German sentiments and activities of 
the monk Rasputin and the late Czarina, 

“The persons who have made those 
statements,” replied Dr. Simons, “are 
persona of the highest possible standing 
and well qualified to make them.’’ 

He continued: 

“ Within two months after the March 
(1917) revolution pro-Germanism was 
found to be at work in every phase of 
Russian life. The agitators came from 
all parts, hundreds of them, and these 
latter included many of the most active 
from the east side of New York. 

“These Yiddish agitators from the 
New York east side followed in the trail 
of Trotzky, who was himself on the east 
side at the time of the Czar’s overthrow. 
I have met hundreds of these east siders. 
I have seen them on the Nevsky Pros- 
pect and some of them called on me at 
my home in Petrograd. ; 

“Let me make it plain that these men 
are apostate Jews. I don't like this un- 
pleasant feature of the case, but it hap- 
pens to be the truth, and must there- 
fore come out. 

German Influence Strong. 


‘* And so the revolution was but a few 
weeks old before some of us became im- 
pressed with the fact. that there was a 
strong apostate Yiddish element at work 
in the Bolshevist machine. Likewise 
there was a very strong German element 
in it, and that such was the case is 
shown in an able thesis worked out by 


Nicholas Borodine.’’ 

‘“* You have referred to the Bolshevist 
element that got into Russia from the 
east side of New York. Do you believe 
that these peopte had any responsible 
part in the tragedy which led to the tri- 
umph of Bolshevism in Russia? ’’. asked 
Senator Wolcott. 

‘*I do not believe that the Bolshevist 
element could possibly have succeeded 
but for certain support that it received 
from the City of New York and from 
Germany,” was the answer. “‘ Referring 
to the German element, I might point 
out that simultaneously with the com- 
ing into power of the Bolshevist régime 
alf German newspapers in Russia, which 
had been suppressed by the old régime, 
reappeared. verything that was “pro- 
German or German was fostered. - 

“‘T might recall an interesting incident 
brought to my attention soon after 
Trotzky and Lenine gained control in 
Petrograd: _Trotzky and his colleagues 
made their headquarters in the Smolny 
Institute. A professor in that institu- 
tion informed me that one day he po 
pened to enter the room where the Bol- 
shevist leaders were assembled. He was 
surprised to hear them speaking in Ger-

‘* However, the personnel of that Gov- 
ernment nutnbered persons. (e) 
these men only sixteen were Russians. 
All the rest were apostate Jews, with 
one single exception, the exception be- 
ing a former American negro pugilist 
who calls himself Professor Gordon. 

‘“My information is that in the Bol- 
shevist Government which had 
headquarters in the Smolny Institute 
there were included 265 members who 
had come into Russia after the over- 
throw of the Czar from the east side 
of New York. 

‘In the short time I have been home 
I have also been impressed with the 
fact that a large percentage of the Bol- 
shevist itators at work over here are 
apostate sews. A few days ago I went 
into the Rand Institute, in ‘East Fif- 
teenth Street, New York, to buy some 
of their literature, and it was about the 
most seditious stuff that I have ever 
seen anywhere. The majority of the 
people saw in that place were the 
same type of people that I have seen 
in Petrograd. 

‘*T have no hesitancy in saying that, 
from my observation, the dominating 
Bolshevist element in America is to be 
found in the east side of New York."’ 

‘“*Are any of these east siders, now 


in Petrograd, members of the Bolshevist |. 


Cabinet?’’ asked Senator Overman. 

‘““Yes. A few days before I left Petro- 
grad I had occasion to call on one of 
them. He was the Minister of Posts 
and Telegraphs and call himself Sergius 
Zorin. He informed me that all .citi- 
zens of the allied countries who were 
of the ages of 18 to 45 years inclusive 
would have to leave on or shortly after 
Oct. 1, and that those who remained 
would be prisoners of war. 

“JT asked him to modify that order 
and he said that if America would agree 
not to make an offensive against Russia 
something might be done. At that time, 
which was in October last, there was an 
awful terrorist atmosphere in Petro- 
grad. 

Bolsheviki Praised Robins. 


“Zorin was very gracious. While I 
was talking to him Zorin said that he 
was very anxious to hear from his 
brother, Alexander Gunsberg, who, he 
stated, was Secretary to Colonel Ray- 
mond Robins, who had been in Russia 
for the American Red Cross. Robins 
had left Russia some time before. 


‘* Zorin described Robins as the great- 
est of all Americans and said he hoped 
that he would be made Minister to Rus- 
sia. Now, I have known Mr. Robins 
some time and I always thought highly 
of him until he came to Russia and em- 
barrassed our Embassy... We, that is 
the Americans in Russia, felt that our 
splendid Embassy was entitled to all the 
support that we could give to it and that 
it was no time to complicate matters 
by even ed such a thing as the 
sending 0 an Ambassador to the 
Bolshevist Government. 

‘The Bolsheviki were against Gov- 
ernor Francis, the Ambassador, prin- 
cipally because of his open messages to 
the Russian people, in which he assured 
them that the United States was their 
friend but that the Governments of 
America and the Allies would never 
recognize the Brest-Litovsk treaty. In 
their propaganda papers the Bolsheviki 
described Robins as a man,of the people, 
a former workman, and in contrast pic- 
tured Governor Francis as a _ typical 
representative of the capitalistic class. 
Time and again: the gupeeution was 
made that Robins should be made Am- 
bassador."’ 

‘Did Robins make any statements in 
favor of the Bolshevist Government?’ 
Senator Overman asked. 

‘He was reported to have 
but' I am not in a position to 
he did of my own knowledge.”’

‘‘Can you tell us the real attitude of 


the Bolsheviki so far as it regarded the 
two groups of belligerents in the war?’

‘‘Lenine and Trotzky were always 
saying bitter things against the Allies,’’ 
was the answer. ‘‘ They scattered post- 
ers in which they described the Allies as 
the ‘ blood-drinking and flesh-eating 
Allies.’

“The real Bolsheviki are avowedly 
anti-ally, and I have no hesitation in 
saying that ney have a real affection 
for Germany. This fact has been proved 
time and time again."’ 

Dr. Simons here told of his visits, dis- 
guished as a workman, to the meeting 

laces of the Bolsheviki. He said that 

n conversation with the _ ignorant 
masses of the movement he found that 
few of them had any idea what Bolsie- 
vism really was. . 

He.told of the haranguing of these 
people by agitators who traveled about 
the city in trucks. Many of these agi- 
tators, he added, he recognized as east 
siders he had met in Petrograd or who 
had been pointed out to him. 

‘To what was due more than to any- 

thing else the success of these Bolshe- 
viki?’’ asked Senator ine. 
‘*'To the cleverly worked-out program 
of terrorism and to the advocacy of the 
slaughter of what they call the capita.- 
ist class. The whole question might 
be summed up in their slogan: ‘ The 
security of the proletarian cause lies in 
putting a gun in the hands of the work- 
men,”’ 


Murders Number Thousands. 


Dr. Simons ' told of witnessing the mur- 
der of two young men in front of his 
office in Petrograd, the killing taking 
place a few minutes before Ambassador 
Frencis, who was his dinner guest that 
night. pifives at his home. 

sked to estimate the number of per- 
zons who had beeh murdered ‘by the 
Bolsheviki,. Dr. Simons replied that it 
was in the thousands, but that no man 
could at this time even approximate the 
number of the victims. 

‘The Bolsheviki never investigate. 
They, kill on the spot, as a rule,” he 
a 


ded. 
Dr. Simons cited. the case of two 

















brothers. One was wanted by the Bol- 
sheviki to answer-a certain charge. 
They were unable to find the brother 


f|} sought, so they killed the one against 


whom there was no charge or suspicion. 

Blackmail and graft were everywhere 
recognized, said Dr. Simons. If a per- 
son could get the money, he said, it was 
generanty possible to buy even one’s life 
rom the present régime. However, few 
had the money, and the killings went on. 
He said that twelve men entered his 
home and tried to blackmail his sister. 

‘* What about the criminal element in 
the presen régime?’’ Senator King 
asked. 

‘There is a large criminal element 
in the Bolshevist régime,’’ was the 
answer. ‘‘ The fact that the criminal 
has a big part in the movement is 
ae by the destruction in a public 

nfire of court records, the destruction 
of prisons and the liberation of all crim- 
inals who are sympathetic with the 
cause. We know it to be a fact that 
some of the worst criminal characters 
in all Russia hold positions under the 
Bolshevist Government, while others are 
helping as agitators, while under the 
damnable stem they call nationaliza- 
Hon, the criminal is actively co-operat- 
ng.’’ 

Girl Victims of Atrocities. 


“What of the treatment of women 
and girls? ’’ Senator King asked. 

‘* That is a terrible question to answer. 
I might cite case after case in answer 
to it. Let me cite one of the worst. 

‘*A few days before I left Petrograd, 
in October last, a woman of the highest 


culture, a woman more than fifty years 
of age, and a teacher for years in a 
famous imperial] institute for the educa- 
tion of young girls, called on me. She 
was in hysterics. “Why have I lived to 
see all this,’ she sobbed. 

‘Then she told the story. The in- 
stitute in which she taught {is one of 
the finest buildings in Petrograd. She 
said that the Bolshevist authorities had 
barracked hundreds of the da Guard 
in one wing of the building and in doin 
so issued orders that all girls of ane 
between the ages of 16 and 18 years 
were to remain in the building. 

“*Y wish,” the poor woman ex- 
claimed, as she tried to tell the rest of 
the horrible tage G ‘that I had died be- 
fore this thing appened.’ 

‘“‘And that,”’ sa Senator Wolcott, 
‘‘ was the result not of the act of irre- 
sponsible guards, but of the Bolshevist 
ore . 

“Yes.” 


‘In other words,’’ said Senator King, 
‘‘ these poor little girls were the victims 
of the lust of these unspeakable creat~- 
ures?’’ 

‘* Yes, of the dirtiest pigs the world 
has ever seen. So vile no words can 
describe them. P 

‘‘In anothér instance I was told of a 
group of young girls who were 7 
proached and advised to go out into the 
Nevsky Prospect and ‘ do as the prosti- 
tutes are doing.’ ”’ ' 

‘*Do the Red Guards,’’ Senator King 
asked, ‘' rape, ravish, and despoil wo- 
men at will? ’’ 

‘‘ They certainly do."’

‘* You have heard,’’ said Senator King, 
“‘of the I. W. W. here in America. I 
will ask you if you see any difference 
between that organization and the Bol- 
shevist organization in Russia? ’’ 

‘‘IT am strongly convinced that in all 
main essentials the aims of the Bolshe- 
viks and of the I. W. are identical. 
Minister of Posts and Telegtaphs Zorin, 
who lived eight years on the east side, 
told me once that they expected to get 
Germany after Russia, and after Ger- 
many they would tackle the United 


States. 
‘‘ That's a big job,'’ remarked Senator 
Nelson. 

‘* Do you know the extent.of their ap- 
propriation for propaganda in other 
countries? ’’ asked Senator Overman. 

‘* I do not know the total, but we know 
that millions of rubles were appropriated 
for that work, a great deal of it for the 
work in India and China. They are 
also very active in Bngland.”’ 

‘““Then is it not true that any Ameri- 
can man or woman who gets up in a 

ublic place and speaks for Bolshevism 
s urging the overthrow of our vern- 
ment and the institution of the horrors 
you have referred to in this country?”’ 

‘* Yes, Sir, that is right.’’ 

“And, therefore, its apologists here 
are the enemies of the United States? "’ 

‘If they are not they are either mysh- 
headed or muddle-headed.”’ 

In answer to a question regarding the 
status of women in Russia now, Dr. 
Simons stated that the Bolsheviki had 
started a definite program relative to 
women. He told of a decree in which 
women between the ages of 18 and 45 
years were ordered before the commis- 
saire ‘‘ to be assigned a man with whom

Dr. Simons testified that a catechism 
of atheism had been added to the cur-~ 
riculum of the Russian public schools. 

“The Bolshevik,’’ said the witness, 
‘ig not only an atheist but he also 
seeks to make all religions impossible. 
They agsert that all misery is due to 
the superstition that there is a God, 
One of their officials told me: ‘We now 
propose to ‘enlighten our children, and 
with this purpose in view, we are issu- 
ing a catechism on atheism for use in 
all the schools.’ The man who told me 
this was the Commissaire for Enlight- 
enment and Education.’’ 

‘“‘Gan you tell us anything of the 
treatment accorded the so-called bour- 
geoisie or middle classes? '’ Senator Nel- 
son asked. 

‘“‘Thousands upon thousands of them 
have been starved to death,’’ Dr. Simons 
answered. ‘‘I have seen the walking 
shadows of these dying human beings in 
the streets of Petrograd. Thousands 
have dropped dead in their tracks. I 
have seen them myself. I have seen 
some of the finest men of the old days 
standing starving in the streets and 
with outstretched hands begging a few 
kopecks. I have been in the homes of 


the best people of Petrograd, in which |. 


there has been no bread for weeks. 
When I say the better class, I mean the 
péople who helieve in a clean handker- 
chief and a white shirt.’’

NO WHOLESALE DEPORTING. 


Judge Knox Leaves Dinner to Issue 
Habeas Corpus Writs. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 12.—Anthony 
Caminetti, Commissioner General of Im- 
migration, said tonight that reports of 
prospective wholesale deportations of 
aliens were * unjustified.’’ 

“It is estimated that about 6,000 
aliens are to be deported, the great ma- 
jority because they are insane or other- 
wise public charges,’’ Mr. Caminetti 
said. ‘‘ Most of the rest are diseased 
or have been found guilty of offenses 
subjecting them to deportation. A faw, 
comparatively, are agitators who are 
opposed to our rorm of government or 
all organized government. 

‘*None of the aliens recently takan 
from Seattle to Ellis Island for deporta- 
tion has any conneetion with the strikes 
at Seattle or elsewhere in the West. 
Deportees now in custody have peen 
reunded up over a considerable period 
of time, but could not be deported be- 
fore because of the shortage of shipping 
facilities. All reports that trains are 
being mobilized to deport anarchists or 
others are exaggerated.’ 


At the request of a group of Socialists 
who have been active on behalf of the 
group of aliens who are at Ellis Island 
awaiting deportation, United States Dis- 
trict Judge John C. Knox left the Lin- 
coln dinner at the Waldorf last night to 
issue writs of habeas corpus,  return- 
able today, for forty-nine of the fifty- 
eight undesirable radicals. Miss Caro- 
line Lowe ef Chicago, who was not al- 
Icwed to confer with the aliens upon 
their arrival here because she was not 
able to furnish proper proof that she 
had authority to act as their counsel, 
wag active in seeking the writs after 
a meeting of Socialists had been held 
in the Park Avenue Hotel. Representa- 
tives from the office of United States 
Mistrict Attorney Francis G. Caffey 
reiterated the declaration made by Im- 
rigration Commissioner Byron Uhl on 
‘Tuesday that all the members of the 
party had full legal rights when they 
were convieted in Federal courts in the 
West, and that it would be of little avail 
to seek to reopen the cases.

BECK MAKES ATTACK 
ON WILSON POLICIES 


Assails the President's Princi- 
- ples as a “Crazy Patchwork 
of Contradictions.” 


FEARS FOR CONSTITUTION 


Says the Nation “Stands In ~a 
Stupor” While One Man Pledges 
the Country. 


Standing beneath a fortrait of Abra- 
ham Lincoln at the thirty-third Lincoln 
dinner of the Republican Club at the 
Waldorf-Astoria last night, James M. 
Beck, in a speech, assailed President 
Wilson, charging, among other things, 
that in violation of the Constitution he 
had ignored the Senate in conducting 
his ‘foreign policy. 

“Washington sagaciqusly remarked 
that the Constitution can be a under- 
mined as well as overthrown,”’ said Mr. 
Beck, ‘‘ and, alas, today the times give 
it proof. That man is blind who cannot 
see that in the last four years the Con- 
stitution of my country has been stead- 
ily undermined and that the public.opin- 
ion without which it would be only a 
scrap of paper has been slowly and sure- 
ly impaired. I have lived long enough 
to see every fundamental principle of 
that document challenged, not by excep- 
tional individuals, but by large groups 
of men, until today, to our shame and 
peril, it is doubtful whether the funda- 
mental principles .of the Constitution, it 
submitted to a plebiscite, as abstract 
principles rather tham as parts of a 
great compact, would receive general 
support.’’ 

The speaker said that the principle of 
representative Government had_ been 
challenged by the initiative and refer- 
endum; the dual sovereignty of State 
and nation was about to be overthrown 
by ‘‘ that illegitimate child of the Con- 
stitution,’”’ the prohibition amendment; 
constitutional limitations on the right of 
an individual against the tyranny of a 
majority were rendered null by the re- 
call of judicial decisions; the sanctity 
of Judges destroyed by the recall of 
Judges and the great fundamental pillar, 
so highly valued by the fathers of the 
country, that the foreign policy of the 
country never should be vested in one 
man, but rather that the President 
should act only by and with the advice 
and consent of the Senate, had been dis- 
regarded. Washington taught, Mr. Beck 
said, that the fundamental difference be- 
tween a republic and a monarchy lay in 


the control of foreign relations by one 
man in the latter form of Government. 
It was to the violations of this last 
principle, as he saw it, that Mr. Beck 
chiefly addressed himself. 


Assails President’s Actions. 

“From the time Woodrow Wilson 
became President of the United States,’’ 
Mr. Beck said, ‘‘ he took the entire for- 
eign policy into his keeping; he has 
ignored not only the Senate but the lead- 
ers of his own party in the Senate, and 
at least -mofally he has involved the

tions of policy -without ever. announcing 
them or getting the support of public 
opinion. A nation of 100,000,000 people 
stands in a stupor while one man and 
one man alone, against the express 
mandate of the American people as ex- 
pressed in the last election, goes on 
pledging this country so far as he can 
to policies subversive to all the pillars 
of this Government, and which set at 
naught the most sacred traditions :as 
expressed in Washington’s Farewell Ad- 
dress.”’

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STATE INCOME TAX — 
FAVORED BY MAYORS 
Conterence, However, Wants the 


_ ‘Cities and Towns to Receive 
80 Per Cent. of It. 


Special to The New York. Times: 

ALBANY, N. Y., Féb. 12.—Controller 
Travis stands practically alone, in his 
opposition to a personal income tax levy 
by the State this year. Representatives 
of the Mayor’s conference and the State 
Tax Association who appeared today be- 
fore the Legislative Committee on tax- 
ation and retrenchment, while at vari- 
ance on many tax topics, agreed. that 
there should be a State income tax. 

Mayor William J. Wallin of Yonkers, 
spokesman for the Mayor's conference, 
urged that the proceeds from any income 
tax should be divided between ‘the lo- 
calities where it was collected and the 
State on the basis of 80 per cent. to ‘the 
municipalities, and. 20 per cent. to the 
State. -Mayor Wallin said that the cities 
had fost héavily in excise revenues and 
cquid hardly expect any increase in the 
assessed valuation -of. real estate; owing 
to the fact that building operations were 
likely to remain at a standstill fdr some 
time. ‘ 

‘* Local option,’’ Mayor Wallin said, 
‘“‘has already deprived twenty cities in 
this State of over $300,000 in annual 
revenue from liquor tax. As a result of 
rebates on liquor tax certificates this 
year the cities not now dry will lose ap- 
proximately $1,800,000, and in “1920 the 
cities now wet will lose all their revenue 
from this source, in the aggregate more 
than $7,000,000.’’ 

These recommendations were sub- 
mitted on behalf of the Mayors\ .confer- 
ence: 

A small tax levied on the incomes of 
individuals, the revenues to be divided 
20 per cent. to the State and 80 per cént. 
to the localities, distributed in accord- 
anes with the equalized value of the real 
estate, 

Revision of the Emerson ‘tax law .so 
as:‘to make it applicable to practically 
all corporations. A business tax im- 
posed upon partnerships and individuals 
in business _and measured by the net 
income arising from the bustness to’ be 
divided between the State and localities.

BISHOP BURGESS’S PROTEST 


Nathan &. Jonas Replies to New 
Chairman About Expenditures— 
Only $700 Paid for Salaries. 


Eight. citizens who resigned from the 
Brooklyn Victory Celebration Committee 
in protest against the efforts of sympa- 
thers of Willidm Randolph Hearst. to 
dictate the action of the Executive Com- 
mittee yesterday gave out their letters 
of resignation, charging that these let- 
ters and many others had. been withheld 
from the public by ‘Borough President 
Riegelmann and John J. Delaney, the 
new Chairman of the: committee. Several 
other letters received by the committee 
yesterday demanded return of contribu- 
tions sent in while Nathan S.. Jonas was 
Chairman. _.- ; 

William C. Peckham, Assistant Adju- 
tant and Assistant Quartermaster Gen- 
eral of the New York Department of the 
G. A. R., was first yesterday to com- 
plain about his letter’of resignation. He 
gaid he resigned as soon as Borough 
President Riegelmann accepted the res- 
ignation of Cnairman Jonas, who quit 
the committee because the Hearst sym- 
pathizers had sought to cdémpel him’ to 
withdraw James M. Beck as oné of the 
speakers at a meeting held in the Acad- 
emy of iMusic... 

Another former membér of the General 
Committee who complained that his let- 
ter of resignation had not been made 
public was Thomas H. Kelbey. 

, Bishop. Burgese’s Resignation. 

The: Right Rev. Dr. Frederick Bur- 
gess, Bishop of the Protestant Episcopal 
DioceSe of Long Island, also resigned 
from’ the committee in protest.

In answering 
the crm that funds contributed for a 
memorial had been useg jv defray the 
expenses of the Academy of Music meet- 
ing, M. Jonas pointed out that he had 
announced at the meeting, before the 
Hearst sympathizers started their dis- 
,turbance, that an anonymous citizen had 
provided the money to cover all ex- 
penses. 

Mr. Jonas said that this citizén was 
James H. Post, a member of the Execu- 
tive Committee, who presided at the 
meeting. \It was said also that Mr.

VIENNA, Feb. 12, (Associated Press.) 
—Bankers here fear a financial panic 
throughout the former empire because 
of the recent efforts of the new repub- 
lics to discard the old paper kronen :of 
the empire by stamping- them so; that 
in effect they become new money. ; At 
the .present time there are about 
36,000;000,000 kronen of this old paper 
money in circulation, while the new 
Austrian State has only about 10,000,- 
000,000 kronen in circulation. 

The question has an _ international 
phase, since much of the old money ,is 
held in the Ukraine, the Russian prov- 
inces, Galicia, Poland, and in French, 
English, and Swiss banks. If the money 
held abroad is not stamped it. has no 
cirtulating value in any of the new re- 
publics. 

The bankers say that the situation is 
bound to have great influence on the 
commereial’ futur@ of the several repub- 
lics, who, they say,*are pursuing a pol- 
icy of self-destruction in changing the 
value of» the money now in circulation. 

The fashion of stamping the old 
kronen began in 
Jugoslavia. A rubber stamp was used, 
and each city used a different form:of 
stamp. A law was passed that no paper 
kronen would have a circulating value 
unless stamped. 

The Czechoslovak Government then 
declared that no more kronen should be 
imported into its territory, and also pro- 


hibited outside banks from transferring 
into Czechoslovakia the Austro-Hun- 
‘garian banknotes,““"which correspond 
here to the Bank of England notes in 
England. The Czechs also- began to 
stamp the notes under the same system 
as the Jugoslavs. 

Presumably the Austrian Republic will 
also begin to stamp the notes, so as to 
protect herself against an influx of un- 
stamped notes. .Dr. Alfred Treicht, Di- | 
rector of the Anglo-Austrian Bank, de- | 
clared today that, if the.Allies did not | 
want Austria te be driven financially to 
join Germany, some solution of the situ- | 
ation. must be found, as the kronen is 
depreciating rapidly in value in foreign | 
countries.

DEALERS VISIT TRUCK SHOW 


Exhibitors Emphasize Need for Unl- 
form Vehicle Law. 


A large number of merchants and 
dealers took advantage of the facilities 
especially prepared .for them yesterday 
at the motor truck show in’ Madison 
Square Garden and the 69th Regiment 
Armory to visit the exhibits in both 
buildings, and the exhibitors were kept 
busy explaining the various advantages 
of the different models? 

One of the features of the exhibit is 
the tendency on the part of an increas- 
ing number of manufacturers to make 
larger trucks, and the six-ton ‘truck is 
not at all-uncommon. The demand for 
these larger sizes is growing -constantly, 
said the representative of one factory. 
There ,is a growing sentiment on the 
part of many motor organizations that 
certain “definite standards should be 
fixed regulating the maximum sizes and 
weights. of trucks for highway use. At 
the conference this week of representa- 
tives from nearly one hundred motor 
truck makers, at the rooms of the Na- 
tional Automobile Chamber of Commerce 
in this city, George M. Graham told of 
the plan now under way to prepare‘a 
uniform vehicle law for introduction into 
the State Legislatures, providing definite 
limitations for truck weights, sizes, and 
speeds: The makers recognize the’ ne- 
cessity of establishing some limitations 
on trucks: to conserve the present roads 
until time permits their reconstructién 
to-meet the growing needs of economical 
transportation. The New York State 
law, it was pointed out, limits ‘the {4i- 
dividual truck load of 22,500 pounds, in- 
cluding the weight of the vehicle. That 
méans, they added, that legally a ‘five- 
and-one-half-ton truck is the maximum 
size which can travel on the New York 
highways, as when fully loaded the 
truck ‘will carry five and one-half tons, 
making the total weight 22,000 pounds. 


A six-ton truck would mean a total Joad 
on the highway of 24,000 be New 
Jersey alllows a welght of 25; ounhds.

|AMERICAN EXPORTS 


“NEEDED IN ED IN EUROPE 


George A. Gaston Sees France 
and England Ready for 
Peace Trade. 


FINDS OPTIMISM GENERAL 


Forecasts Opportunities In the Bal- 
kans, South Russia, and 
Czechoslovakia. 


The principal fact influencing the fu- 
ture of world trade is the enormous fac- 
tory expansion in England, France, and 
Italy, called into existence by the neces- 
sity for munitions production during the 
war, according to a statement yesterday 
by George, A. Gaston, President of Gas- 
ton, Williams & Wigmore of 39 Broad- 
way, who returned a few days ago after 
a three months’ study of business con- 
ditions throughout Europe. 

While the effect of the industrial 
transformation of Europe will be to de- 
prive particular Ameriean, manufactur- 
ers of a part of their market, Mr. Gas- 
ton said that the big increase of Huro- 
pean manufactures would mean in the 
long run an increase in production 
everywhere, better business here and 
abroad, and generally increased pros- 
perity. J 

The change in the industrial character 
of France is more marked, Mr. Gaston 
said, than in any of the other nations. 
He said that there’ was a considerable 
agitation in France to lay. an absolute 
embargo on automobiles and some other 
products in order to encourage French 
manufacture of ‘them. France, he said, 
was compelled to find new sources of 
national wealth to offset the diminished 
value of her vineyards, due largely to 
the approach of prohibition in this coun- 
try. 

Mr. Gaston said that there was no 
hope of. rivaling England in shipping or 
of building up a merchant marine of 
the first rank .unless the Government 
controlled both railroads and ships and 
maae through rates for shipments from 
any part of the United States to any 


European port. This would be ideal for 
the American export business, he said, 
but would be costly to the Government 
and would result in losses so that the 
taxpayer’ Would be out of pocket for the 
benefit of the producer and exporter. 
‘.The worst ee block in the 
way of re- ky ng ata yp condi- 
tions in France,’’ Mr. Gaston said, 
‘was the condition of the railroads. 
The Fr gem ‘is in a very bad shape, 
and that which is being delivered by 
Germany is in a poor condition, thoug 
better than. the French. The great 
problem of the merchants is that of get- 
ting goods from the ports. The French 
cars were scattered in confusion all over 
the country through lack of a car-re- 
cording system, and between this fault 
and the physical condition of the roads 
and cars the French can take care of 
military traffic only. Mr. Thornton, for- 
merly of the Long Island Railroad and 
now the Inspector General of the British 
Government, and some of the American 
railroad men, are trying to get the 
French to adopt a car-recording Santee. 
but this had not been done when I left. 


Factions in French Business. 


‘‘ There seem to be two factions of 
One wants 
to use the French war factories to make 
the machinery necessary to re-establish 
and expand the French industries, while 
the other is willing to see the manu- 
facturing machinery brought from Eng- 
land and America. But both factions 
feel that, with prohibition in America, 
with the increase in French factories, 
and the recovery of the iron mines from 
Germany, the future of: France is in 
manufacturing. I have been told by ex- 
perts that the manufacturing capacity 
of France hag been Increased tenfold. 
I believe this is somewhat apgcorated. 
but her manufacturing power has been 
increased many times over. 

“The Renaults, and several other fac- 
tories, have gone in for the manufac- 
ture of cheap automobiles. Others are 

planning to get American designs for 
the eengeere of -séwing machines 
and typewriters, and similar products. 
There has been a great development in 
the use of automatic. machinery in 
France, and a great adyarice in large 
scale production. 

‘“‘ The French are eager to have Amer- 
ican capital, and they are eager to get 
American experts,” who can teach the 
use of fast machinery and methods 
which have not been adopted in France. 
Men capable of superintending big build- 
ing operations, like the construction of 
cantonments in this country, are wanted 
but the French are going to have the 
factories and the contracts for them- 
selves. All contracts for reconstruc- 
tion work will .be let to French firms, 
although outside capital will to some 
extent be used. 

‘* While outside capital is welcomed, 
it should be understood that there is 
lots of money in France. Notwithstand- 
ing the heavy burdens of the Govern- 
ment, there is a great deal of capital in 
private hands. The expenditures in 
France of. the American and-~ British 
Governments and of the American and 
British soldiers have contributed greatly 
to this. The banks are ready to aid 
French manufacturers to extend their 
plants. The great: hardship which the 
country faces is in repairing the devas- 
tation, aepeenly of periculsurs, a work 
which will-require tén years 

“The . automobile manufacturers in 
France are trying to get the Government 
ree’ to an embargo on automobiles 

for te ve years.’ France.is building motor 
trucks in quantities and needs them bad- 
ly bécause of the condition of the: rail- 
roads. American tractors are being 
used in France on a large scale,/and they 
are panning to manufacture them in 


eH “Gngland is able to take care of her- 
self, and is doing so. 
to surrender baking: control or ship- 
ping control. I found English shipping 
men quite indifferent to American pro- 
osals that there should be an equaliza- 
fon of wages or that they should forego 
any advantages in shipping. I think 
that the League of Nations will be Hng- 
land’s as far as shipping is concerned. 


‘|The cost of running a ship under the 


American flag, ton for ton, is about 


twice the cost of running one under the 
British flag. we are to have a large 
merchant marine it must be under Gov- 
ernment ownership in co-operation with 
railroads under Government ownership. 
A combination of Government-owned 
ships and railroads would make the mer- 
chant marine possible, hut I do not 
recommend this. 
Vienna Losing Prestige. 

“TI sent a man with President Masaryk 
into Bohemia, and I received a report 
from him that Vienna igs losing its 
prestige, and that its inhabitants are 
flocking by tens of thousands to Prague. 
The population of Prague has been in- 
creased by 200,000 since the end of the 
War, and the people are glad to get any 
kind of aécommodations. These are 
people who believe in the future of the 
Czechoslovak State, and others are leav- 
ing Vienna to escape taxation and in-

SYNDICATE BUYS 137 SHIPS. 


American Builder Reports $100,000, 
' 900 Paid for English Vessels. 


Among the passengers who. arrived on 
Tuesday from Liverpool on the Cunarder 
Carmania was G. M. Standifer, Preési- 
dent of the Standifer Construction Com- 
pany of Portland, Ore., which has three 
shipyards on the Pacific Coast and em- 
ploys from 7,000 to 8,000 men. 

He said that it was impossible to get 
builders to quote a flat price for ships 
in France or England or to give a date 
for delivery beyond an approximate one 
for the laying of the keel. All yards 
were taking contracts at cost plus 10 per 
cent. 

‘The syndicate composed of Lord 
Inchcape, Sir Owen Phillips, and Bruce 
Ismay,’’ he said, ‘‘ have-bought the 137 
standard ships of from 4,000 to 8,000 
tons being built in England at a price 
approximating $100,000,000. Owing to 
the loss of tonnage by submarines and 
mines during the war, the British Gov- 
ernment authorized the building of these 
standard steamships at the various ship- 
yards in Great Britain, which were to 
be completed and ready coaled for sea 


in 100 days. The first one of the ves- 
sels was finished, loaded, and two days 
ee at sea before the time expired. Only 
per cent. of the steamships have been 
ered and it may cost more in wages 

aa materials to complete the order. 
“TI left Paris at the end of January. 
There was a good deal of confusion and 
delay over the Peace Conference. You 
cannot write a few articles, deliver a 
= number of fine speeches, and 
t Utopia to come out of it at once. 
Pr ces are high there. I paid $2.50 for 
a pear, 75 cents for a-miserable orange, 
and 65 cents for a small cup of chocolate.

Orders for Fancy Scarfs. 
There has been a decided increase in 
the sale of tapestry table cloths during 
the past week. Out-of-town buyers who 
have been in the market for these goods 
have placed some very substantial ord- 


ers for the higher- -priced lines. Scarfs 
that are. selling for 2 a dozen are 
meeting .with more favor than those 
selling around $26 a dozen. Although 
the local trade is buying more conserva- 
tively, the out-of-town buyers are tak- 
ing considerably more than they did at 
the opening of the season. 


Cautious Buying of Negligees. 


Manufacturers of negligees have no- 
ticed that during the week there has 
been many new buyers in town who are 
interested in their lines. Most of the 
orders that are now being placed for 
these goods are very conservative, as 
many of the retailers ex t the prices 
to be lower. Some of the out-of-town 
buyers have even been recalled'on ac- 
count of these conditions. Others are 
buying from hand to mouth, and state 
their intention-of visiting the market 
again in the near future. :

Heney Says Packers Soon Will Con- 
trot the Nation’s Supply. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 12.—Francis J. 
Heney, former counsel for the Federal 
‘Trade Commission, testifying today be- 
fore the House Interstate Commerce 
Committee, said that within ten: years, 
and probably within five, the five lead- 
ing .meat packers would control ‘the en- 
tire food supply of? the -cotintry and: 
would be able to charge any price they 
desired. Mr. Heney-.said .the packers 
had extended their activities into so 
many fields that they had become a 
menace to the country. They now con- 
trol thé cheese, oleomargarine, and: but- 
ter markets, he said, and are obtaining 
@ monopoly in .many other lines. 
Through their large capital and their 
special privileges, the witness declared, 
they are able to ‘‘ smothe mpetition.”’ 

Mr. Hefiey said the ers received 
their first start toward domination of 
the food markets through rebates grant- 
ed by the railroads. This. gave them 
such an advantage over their competi- 
tors, he stated, that they soon obtained 
control of meats and meat products. 
The second step by the packers, he as- 
serted, was to obtain specia) privileges 
from the railroads for their refrigerator 
ears, intended originally for perishable 
meat products alone.

REDFIELD TELLS PROBLEMS| 


Upholds British Embargo. and ¥ Sih 
the Profiteer of Today Pro- 
motes Bolshevism. 


By resolution the retail dry goods 
dealers of the country, through the. Na- 
tional Retail Dry Goods Association, 
made unanimous protest yesterday 
against the luxury tax, branding it as 
unwise, discriminatory, and conducive to 
economic disturbance. This action. was} 
taken yesterday afternoon just before 
the close of the second day of the con- 
vention of the national organization in 
the Hotel Pennsylvania. The resolution 
calls upon the Senate and the House of 
Representatives to remove from the War 
Tax bill. Section 904, which imposes the 
tax on all luxuries, contending that the 
amount of revenue to accrue would be 
out of proportion to the cost of admin- 
istrating the tax. 

The need of better relations between 
employer and employe was emphasized 
by V. Everitt Macy, President of the Na- 
tional Civic Federation. He said that 
business cannot properly develop when 
there is suspicion and hostility. ‘‘ Cash 
Capital ’’ and “ ge ag Capital ’’ must 
co-operate, he said, for the good of any 
business. There is, he added, too. much 
talk of our rights and too little talk of 
our obligations. 

William Mather Lewis of the Treasury 

Department, Washington, spoke on 
thrift as a atabilizer of business. 
_In an address on. advertising, W. R. 
Hotchkin, for ten years advertising 
manager for John Wanamaker, said 
that this year was not a time to let 
up on advertising, or a year to be care- 
less about the kind of goods advertised, 
or the statements made in advertising. 
Other speakers were Wheeler Sammons 
of System Magazine, and M. D. C. 
Crawford, design editor of Women’s 
Wear. 


World Is America’s Debter. 


, Secretary of Commerce Redfield was 
the principal speaker at a dinner held 
by the association in the Hotel Penn- 
sylvania last night. After paying a 
tribute to the life and work of* Lincoln, 
Secretary Redfield in part said: 
** When the war ended there were cer- 
' tain among us who seemed to think all 
that America had to do was to go forth’ 
into the world ‘ conquering and to con- 
quer,’ to take up again the thread of 
our business life separate from other 
nations, free from external problems, 
our purpose concentrated again upon 
profit, seeking our own gain, forgetting 
alike the lessons ‘of the war and the past 
and regarding only the chances of the 
resent and future. It did not take 
ong, however, to find that this could 
not be. 

‘ The bt ge owes us largédly very 
laraely. We who were always debtors 
until the war have now become creditors 
on a colossal scale, so that the nations 
owe us in one or another form about 
‘$10,000,000,000. This very wealth due us 
creates a problem. The nations of the 
world are not able to pay us cash. The 
opportunity for services is only open to 
part of them, not in sufficient part to 
those. They must pay us partly at least 
in goods. Furthermore, in order to pay 
what they owe they must be careful not 
to acquire further great debts, but 
rather to conserve their buying power in 
our own interest as well as theirs. Here 
lies the solution of the so-called em- 
bar that Great Britain has recently 
established, concerning which some com- 
plaint here and there appears. It would 
not, perhaps, be unfair to remind our- 
selves, ere we complain of this embargo, 
that we have ourselves recently es- 
tablished not a temporary, but a per- 
manent embargo against certain lines of 
manufactures in which Great Britain 
and France have both done business 
with us. I imagine that EXnglish and 
Scotch whisky and ale manufacturers 
and the wine producers of France have 
their own thoughts respecting the per- 
net embargo we have placed against

Commissioner Roper announced tonight 
that corporations which cannot complete 
returns by March 15 will be permitted 
to return the estimated tax and make 
a revised return within forty-five days. 
It was explained that by this plan the 
Government would be able to collect the 
approximate installmént due next month 
to meet its urgent needs and corpora- 
tions actually needing an extension of 
time would in effect receive it. 
Taxpayers will not be relieved of in- 
terest’ on such amount, as a payment 
may fall short of the tax found later to 
be due. If the installment due March 
15 is greater than shown by the com-

Calibre—Men Who - Have Been 
in Service Get Preference. 


, fapid transit lines of thé Brooklyn Rapid 
Transit Company, issued a statement 
yesterday showing what improvement 
had been made in the. service. on the 
lines in receivership since they were 
Service 
in the months of November, 1918, and 
January, 1919, were used for the pur- 
poses of comparison. 

On Jan. 30 the receiver had increased 
the number of employes by 1,109; the 
number of cars by 197; the number of 
trips on the subway and elevated lines 
by 48,769, and the mileage on these lines 
by 394,255. On the surface' lines “the 
number of round trips made in January 
showed an increase over the November 
record by more than 60,000. As to other 
improvements, the statement says: 

‘““In the mechanical department since 
Nov. 30 a total of 505 employes has been 
added to the shop force. In this depart- 
ment about 80 per cent. of damaged cars 
have been returned to the service, and 
it is estimated that, by the end of Feb- 
ruary, the department. with -respect ,to 
the damaged cars, both on the -surface 
and rapid transit lines, will be in..& 
normal condition. The- number of cars 
withheld from service has decreased as 
follows: Nov. 11, 1918, surface, 174; 
elevated and subway, 208. Feb. 4, 1919, 
surface, 174; elevated and subway, 
The figures 209 under elevated and sub- 
way include 16 new subway cars aper- 
fe te since equipped and placed in. oper- 
ation. 

‘“‘The calibre of the men .applying for 
employment in the mechanical depart- 
ment has greatly improved, and ia 
noticeable altterence in. the morale of 
the organization has been observed. The 
number of women ‘shop employes has 
been reduced,‘ chiefly through . resigna- 
tions, from 157 to 127, those women 
leaving the service being replaced by 
men. 

““A report from the Employment Bu- 
reau shows fhat the total gain for the 
operating departments during the month 
of January was. 571 men. In spite of 
the fact that, in the surface transporta- 
tion department, 825 men left the serv- 
ice, either by resignation or discharge, 
there was a net gain for the month of 
457 men. In the elevated and subway 
department, although 425 men left the 
service, there was a net gain of 114 
men. , 

‘“‘The class of men now being em-

ployed is excellent, and ultimately 
should be of great value to the sys- 
tem.
